It 
acts as the principal.documentation centre for the Soviet 
Zone of Germany, and particularly in connection with 
foreign, especially East European, literature. It pro- 
vides the following bibliographical services in published 
form: a card’ index of scientific literature, fromthe 
Soviet Union and the East European countries, which is 
held in East Germany ; a bibliography of new scientific 
publications from the East European countries, apart 
from the U.S.S.R., and China; an index of scientific 
translations from the Russian and-other East European 
languages ; translated contents lists of Russian periodi- 
cals in seven series. The Centre also prepares microfilms 
and photocopies of the literature indexed.

` New Copyright Convention: 


Benefits to British authors may result from the 
Universal Copyright Convention, which was signed at 
Geneva in September last by the delegates of thirty-six 
countries and has been published by Unesco (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 2s. 6d. net). 

The Unesco Convention seeks to supplement existing 
Copyright Conventions, such as the Berne Convention, 
to which some forty countries (including the United 
Kingdom) are parties. The Berne Convention, however, 
does not include the United States of America nor any 
of the Latin American countries, other than Brazil, and 
it is hoped that the new Convention, which seeks to 
provide protection on a wider basis, will prove attractive 
alike to member and non-member ccuntries of existing 
Conventions. 

If Unesco’s Convention is ratified by the United 
States and this country (it has been signed by both), it 
will greatly facilitate the obtaining of copyright protec- 
tion in the United States for the work of British authors. 
At present, works in the English ‘anguage can only 
secute protection in the United States if, in addition to 
registration at the Copyright Office in Washington, 
they are printed in the United. States from type set up in 
that country. The difficulties of complying with these 
requirements have resulted in the failure of many 


British authors to secure copyright protection for their 
works in the United States. : 

Under the Universal Convention, however, a country 
which tequires compliance with formalities as a condi- 
tion of obtaining copyright agrees to regard such 
conditions as satisfied, as far as concerns works of 
foreign origin, if such works bear the symbol “C”? 
within a circle, indicating that copyright protection is 
claimed, together with the name of the copyright 
proprietor and the year of first publication. 


Yearbook of the Textile Institute

Rubber Technology : Classification 

Members interested in rubber technology will 
probably be familiar with the classification prepared by 
the late Mr. T. R. Dawson for the Research Association 
of British Rubber Manufacturers. Since the war the 
R.A.B.R.M. have carried on negotiations with the 
Rubber-Stichting in Delft and the Institut Francais du 
Caoutchouc in Paris, and, as a result, a revised version 
of the classification has been accepted for international 
use. It is proposed to publish this eventually in French 
and German, as well as English. At the moment, it is 
only available as Information Bureau Circular no. 410 
of the R.A.B.R.M. and it can be obtained free of charge 
on application to the Secretary of the Association, 
105-7 Lansdowne Road, Croydon. 


B.S.1. Glossary of Colour Terms 

A new British Standard, B.S.1611 : 195 3 OBintended 
as a single list of all standard terms relating @ the use 
of colour in science and industry, but dogs not include 
colour terms used in everyday speech or having 
esthetic associations. The Standard is based partly on 
the report on colour terminology published in 1948 by 
the Physical Society, and many of the definitions are in ~ 
agreement with those accepted by the International 
Commission on Illumination. The terms are arranged 
in a classified sequence together with an alphabetical 
index.

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Bliss Classification 
© > Bibrarians will be interested to learn that all four 
parts of the Bibliographic Classification of Henry Evelyn 
-~ Bliss have now been published and those who wish to 
use this classification may go ahead in confidence that 
all the tables are now available. Volume I was published 
in 1940 and Volume II in 1947. They were revised and 
re-published in .one volume at the end of last year. 
The final part of the table, Volume HI together with 
the Index which forms Volume IV, has been completed 
and the whole work can be obtained in this country 
from Messrs. W. & R. Holmes (Books), Ltd., of 
Glasgow. 

This classification has attracted a considerable 
amount of attention in recent years and two notable 
examples of its use are the Library of the City of London 
College, which changed to the Bliss classification when 
it was re-organized after destruction during the war, 
and the new Students’ Lending Library at the University 
of London Library.

Branch Meetings 

The Midlands Branch April meeting took the form of a 
visit to the University of Birmingham at Edgbaston. 
Members were welcomed by the Vice-Chancellor, who 
stressed his sympathy with the aims and objects of 
Aslib. In his address Dr. H. F. Humphreys said that 
high priority had been given to the new University 
Library in future building programmes. After a visit 
to the Aitchison Laboratories in the Department of 
Metallurgy, and the Harding Library, where they were 
shown a collection of books illustrating the history 
and development of modern science, members were 
taken to the Barber Institute of Fine Arts. Here they 
were shown plans of the new University library and 
then toured the galleries and special libraries devoted 
to fine arts and music. 

The Northern Branch held their May meeting jointly 
with the Manchester and District Discussion Group. 
A paper on “ The Handling of Internal Confidential 
Reports ”, given by the Chairman of the Branch, 
Mr. V. D. Freedland, was followed by discussion. 


Exchange of Librarians 

Neatly two years ago Aslib started an investigation 
into the possibility of devising a scheme which would 
enable a number of British and American librarians to 
exchange posts for, possibly, six months or a year so 
as to broaden their experience of library services and 
learn something of the library techniques used in a 
country other than their own. Besides difficulties 
caused by currency and foreign labour regulations, the 
greatest single obstacle proved to be the difference in 
the cost of living in the two countries ; for the majority 
of British librarians who would normally be free to 
embark on an exchange, their British salary would be 
quite inadequate for reasonable existence in the United 
States. 

With the enthusiastic co-operation of the Special 
Libraries Association, all known possible sources of 
assistance, both here and in the United States, have 
been explored during the last two years. We are now 
forced to the conclusion that, apart from librarians of 
universities or similar institutions of higher learning 
who can apply for Fulbright and/or Smith Mundt 
grants (details of which appear in this bulletin from 
time to time), there is little likelihood that a satisfactory 
scheme can be worked out. It is hoped, however, 
that more members of Aslib who are suitably qualified 
will apply for Fulbright grants, whether in conjunction 
with an exchange of posts or as a one-sided means of 
pursuing library studies in U.S.A. At the same time, 
it may still be possible to arrange a private exchange 
for a librarian with sufficient means to supplement his 
salary and pay his own fare to the United States ard 
back—if this rara avis is not quite extinct. 


Register of Specialist Translators 

The Aslib Register of Specialist Translators has a 
few vacancies, particularly for those capable of trans- 
lating technical material into foreign languages, and 
also for persons with good knowledge of less well- 
known languages like Japanese and Finnish. Anv 
member who wishes to do part-time translating or who 
knows of others likely to be interested should 
get in touch with the Director. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that people accepted for the Register 
must give evidence of specialised subject knowledge 
as well as linguistic ability, though in the case of 
extremely tare languages translators without specific 
subject qualifications may be accepted. 


Portable Photo-Copier 

There will be wide interest in the new “ Contoura ”’ 
photo-copier which has just become available in 
Britain. Its main appeal is in its weight—only eight 
pounds—-and the fact that it can be used in any room 
where there is an electric light outlet. Thus documents 
or books do not have to be removed from safe keeping, 
and articles in periodicals can be copied without 
delaying circulation. A further feature of the copier 
is a translucent plastic cushion which, when inflated, 
fits firmly into the spine of bulky volumes and ensures 


even copying of the whole page. The price of the

The most up-to-date 
shelving and library furniture will also be shown, 


together with stationery equipment. There will be 
several displays of technical books, and the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research will also have a 
stand. 


International Aspects of Librarianship 

The eighteenth Annual Conference of the University 
of Chicago Graduate Library School will be held 
on 17th-z2nd August, 1953, on “ International Aspects 
of “Librarianship”. The programme will include 
papers on librarianship in countries outside the U.S.A., 
the information programme of the State Department, 
and problems of international library co-operation. 
Speakers will include Luther Evans, Flora Belle 
Ludington, Lawrence Thompason, and Dan Lacy. 


Select List of Social Science Books 

A suggestion that Aslib should publish a Seest List 
of Books in the Social Sciences or, alternatively, add a 
social sciences section to the Aslib Boo&-List was 
recently considered by the Publications Committee. It 
was thought that the demand would be insufficient to 
justify publication, and it was therefore decided not to 
proceed with the idea. 


Reports of Conferences 

At the end of 1952, members were asked to indicate 
whether they would welcome a reprint of the author 
and subject indexes to the Reports of Proceedings of 
the Annual Conferences of Aslib, 1924-1945, and also 
the publication of a selection of the outstanding papers 
in past issues of Asiib Proceedings. As there appears to 
be little demand for either publication, the Publications 
Committee has decided to recommend that the sugges- 
tions should not be pursued. 


Literature and Librarianship of Science and 
Technology 

Evening classes in “ Literature and Librarianship of 
Science and Technology ” for the Library Association’s 
Registration examination will be held this year at both 
the North-West and Spring Grove Polytechnics, and 
will begin in September. The lecturer at both schools 
will be Mr. S. C. Goddard, B.Sc., A.L.A., Deputy 
Librarian, Kodak, Ltd. Although designed primarily 
for those taking the examination, the course will be 
open to all engaged in scientific librarianship. 


Union List of Serials 

An agreement has been reached between the Library 
of Congress and the H. W. Wilson Company, under 
which, with the January, 1953 issue, Serial Titles Newly 
Received will become a supplement to Gregory’s Union 
List of Serials. As New Serial Titles, it will include 
holdings of new periodicals in libraries co-operating 
in the Union List. To bridge the gap between the first 
supplement to the Union List of Serials issued in 1945 
and the new periodical, a second supplement will be 
issued in September, 1953, listing holdings for the 
period 1944-1949. Subscriptions to New Serial Titles 
will be $40 for the monthly issues and the annual 
volume, or $25 for the annual volume only. 


Library of Congress Catalogs 

The Library of Congress is to change the form of 
its Catalog. In future it will be issued in five parts, 
entitled (1) Books : authors ; (2) Books: subjects ; 


(3) Films ; (4) Maps and atlases ; (5) Music and phono- 
records. The author Catalog will be published in nine 
monthly issues, three quarterly cumulations and annual 
quinquennial cumulations. The remaining parts will 
only be issued quarterly and in annual and quin- 
quennial cumulations.

Only recently he had been appointed a 
Chevalier of the French Legion d'honneur for his work 
in this field. It is hoped to include a short appreciation of 
Mr. le Maistre in the August issue of Asib Information.

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Sheffield Interchange Organization Meeting 

The Twentieth Annual Meeting of the Organization 
for the Interchange of Technical Publications in 
Sheffield and District was held recently. The total 
membership is now forty; during the year 1,937 
publications were interchanged.

States Atomic Energy Com- 
mission are already held in 
the library.

C. le Maistre 

If ever anyone deserved 
the title “Grand Old Man 
of Standardization ” it was 
Charles le Maistre, who 
passed away on 5th July. But 
somehow the expression does 
not quite fit, for few people 
realized that the energetic personality who played squash 
regularly once a week right up to a few months ago, 
and who was constantly dashing off to the Continent 
to attend conferences, was in fact in his eightieth year. 
Born in Jersey, in 1874, and trained as an electrical 
engineer, he joined the staff of the Engineering Stand- 
ards Committee in 1902, and became its Secretary in 
1916. The E.S.C, eventually became the body which is 
now the British Standards Institution and le Maistre 
was Director from 1929 till 1942. For his services in 
connection with standardization during the 1914-18 
wat he was awarded the C.B.E. 

When the International Electrotechnical Commission 
was formed in 1904 le Maistre was appointed General 
Secretary, a post he occupied with great distinction for 
nearly fifty years. As soon as he became interested, 
through his membership of Aslib Council, in the work 
of the International Federation for Documentation, he

International Federation for Documentation Con- 
ference 

Righty-nine members and representatives from the 
United Kingdom, te United States, Japan and many 
parts of Europe, attended the Twentieth Conference of 
the International’ Mederation for Documentation held 
in Vienna in June. ' 

Among the vice-presidents elected for 1954 is Dr. 
Luther H. Evans, formerly librarian of the Library of 
Congress, who has recently been appointed Director- 
General of Unesco, and who is an honorary member of 
Aslib. Also elected a vice-president for the current year 
is Dr. Alexander King, Chief Scientific Officer of the 
Intelligence Division of the D.S.LR., who is a member 
of Aslib Council. 

At the invitation of the Yugoslav delegates, it has 
been decided to hold the next Conference on the 
Dalmatian coast from 15th to 23rd September, 1954. 
A seminar of one week for teachers of documentation 
will be held in Zurich shortly before the Conference ; 
the seminar will also be open to librarians and arcaivists. 

During a meeting of the Council and Study Com- 
mittees, members agreed that, if possible, the open 
Congress of International non-Governmental Organi- 
zations for Libraries, Archives and Documentation 


should be held in Belgium in the autumn of 1955. The ` 


general theme will be “ The task and responsibilities of 
libraries and documentation centres in modern intellec- 
tual, economic and social life”. Sections will be (a) 
Common interests ; (b) 3me Congrès International des 
Bibliothèques and (c) Twenty-second Conference of the 
F.I.D. Details of the programme will be worked out 
by the Liaison Committee. 


Dollars for Research Publications 

A generous and practical contribution towards 
increased productivity in this country has just been 
announced by The Mutual Security Agency Mission to 
the United Kingdom. A sum of $13,000 is to be made 
available for the purchase of technical and scientific 
publications needed by British research associations 
and which are only available from U.S. sources. 

The sum approved will pay for lists of bocks and 
periodicals submitted by the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research, covering the requirements of 
its htadquarters and research stations, as well as of 
thirteen research associations. 


Egyptian Library Association 

We have recently been told of the formation of the 
Egyptian Library Association. Previously*there have 
been separate Library Associations in Cairo and 
Alexandria, but the growth of their activities and the 
increased interest in libraries in Egypt has led to the 
merger of the two Associations into one national body. 
The Proceedings of the Cairo Library Association, 
which contain some very interesting material, are held 
in Aslib Library. 


Cataloguing Rules for Books for the Blind 


The Library-of Congress has issued the draft of a 
new publication, Rules for descriptive cataloging in the 
Library of Congress : Books in raised characters. These 
rules are supplementary to the main Library of Congress 
rules, and are intended as a guide in cataloguing books 
for the blind. It is intended that libraries engaged in 
the cataloguing of Braille and Moon type should have 
an opportunity to study the rules and make suggestions 
that can be incorporated in a revised edition. Copies 
of the draft are available free from the Information and 
Publications Officer, Library of Congress, Washington 
25, D.C. A copy is also available for loan from Aslib 
Library. 3 


Delays in Republication of American Books 


Many members are disturbed by delays in making 
available in this country books of American origin 
which ate to be republished under licence by British 
publishers. It often happens that, once an agreement 
to republish in the United Kingdom has been entered 
into, librarians and readers in this country have to wait 
for many months until the English edition is ready. 
Meanwhile, import of the American edition ceases. 
Aslib is trying to find a means of bridging this gap and 
some examples would. prove helpful in making the 
necessary representations. Any members who have 
been inconvenienced by the present system are invited 
to send particulars to the Director stating the title and, 
where possible, the date when the book was published + 
in the United States and the date when it ultimately 
became available in the United Kingdom. 


Patent Office Printing Arrears 
Progress with the reduction of printing arrears has 


_ continued. The arrears of published war-time abridg- 


ments have been reduced to 32,000. In particular, the 
series 520,001 to 540,000 will be finished shortly and the 
subject indexes for the corresponding group volumes 
are well in hand. All these group volumes should be on 
sale this year. 

There have been difficulties with printers which have 
held up the publication of between five and six thousand 
completed abridgments, mainly in the post-war series. 
The next consolidated name index, 580,001 to 600,000, 
has been similarly delayed but the issue of group 
volumes of this series is now under way. 


Revision of Aeronautical Classification 


Since the Aeronautics Group’s international con- 
ference held at Cranfield earlier this year, efforts to find 
a universally acceptable system of aeronautical classi- 
fication have continued. 

A tevised version of the classification used by the 
National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics (Wash- 
ington) has been drafted and aims to establish a new 
breakdown of subject headings compatible with those 
in general use in Europe. 

The draft is based on suggestions submitted by 
members of the Aslib Aeronautics Group as well as 
representatives of French and Dutch aeronautical 
organizations, who met to discuss the matter at a 
conference at the National Luchtvaartlaboratorium in 
Amsterdam. The suggested revision is now being 
studied by N.A.C.A.

Winter Meeting, November 1953 

The second meeting of the curtent session is on 
“ Special Library Insurance ” to be given by Mr. J. H. J. 
Day, F.C.L.1., City Manager of the Prudential Assurance 
Co., Ltd., under the Chairmanship of Mr. K. Howard 
Drake, Secretary and Librarian of the Institute of 
Advanced Legal Studies. Mr. Day will speak of the 
three main categories of insurance which bear upon 
librarianship—insurance of property, liability risk and 
personnel insurance. He will deal with such problems 
as valuation of library material; the importance of 
insuting cost of indexes in course of preparation ; 
insurance of material in transit. He will examine the 
different perils against which insurance is needed ; the 
possibility of effecting comprehensive policies to cover 
all insurable risks and will compare the insurance needs 
of libraries with the policies at present freely available.
